New designated-d river 
services offer safer 
options to get home

The excuses drunk drivers come up with to 
avoid handing over the car keys to someone 
who is sober run as deep as a bottomless beer 
keg. 

Many of the excuses will translate into acci- 
dent statistics this holiday season, law-enforce- 
ment experts say As of Dec. 2, 248 people were 
killed this year in alcohol-related crashes on 
Illinois roads, according to the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation. For all of 2009, there 
were 373 alcohol-related crash fatalities in the 
state. 

Nationally more than 11,000 people are 
killed in alcohol-related crashes each year, ac- 
counting for one-third of all motor vehicle 
crashes, according to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. 

As the Illinois State Police and other law- 
enforcement agencies are conducting extra 
patrols and special enforcements at random 
locations to catch drunken drivers even before 
the Christmas and New Year’s holidays, safe, 
common-sense options are plentiful to avoid 
driving under the influence, according to traf- 
fic safety experts. 

More than 280 professional designated-driver 
services are offered in at least 36 states to trans-

home safely They operate both as an on-caU ser- 
vice for people who find themselves away from 
home and unable to drive, or as a prearranged 
service that picks up and drops off partygoers 
who expect to become unable to drive safely 

Unlike limousines or taxicabs, almost all of 
the designated-driver services use the client’s 
own vehicle, which appeals to many customers 
by addressing the problem of leaving behind a 
personal vehicle outside a bar or other venue. 

Arthur Simanovsky and Alexa Milkovich, 
both recent college graduates, started Be My 
Designated Driver in March in several cities 
in Ohio, and later Kentucky They recently 


branched out to the Chicago area. 

They are competing for business with estab- 
lished companies such as Paddy Wagon Ser- 
vices of suburban New Lenox, Booze Crews 
serving DuPage County and U Drink I Drive 
of Chicago, and they are hoping to save some 
lives in the process. 

“Chicago is our first test run in a larger city,” 
said Simanovsky, 23, who earned a degree in fi- 
nance and entrepreneurship from Miami Uni- 
versity of Ohio. The company is working with 
local restaurants and bars that provide space in 
their establishments for posters promoting the 
designated-driver service. 

Simanovsky and Milkovich, a graduate of 
Kent State University with a degree in eco- 
nomics, originally thought their primary Chi- 
cago market would be people in their mid-20s 
who live in the city But their customer base 
turns out to be professionals who are older and 
live in the suburbs. 

For $12.50 an hour, a driver will take custom- 
ers to their destination, wait, and take them 
back home. Or for people who already have 
driven somewhere and need a ride home, the 
fee is $25 plus a mileage charge to dispatch 
drivers and take the customers and their ve- 
hicles home.

REDEYE EXAMINES 11 MONTHS 
OF HOMICIDES IN THE CITY

It’s not unusual for the corner of 79th Street and Racine Avenue in Au- 
burn Gresham to see a flurry of activity, but on a recent Friday night, the 
activity was uncharacteristically unrelated to the violence that has been 
plaguing the Far South Side area. 

About 400 residents gathered to learn about incentives for teachers, 
receive foreclosure advice and hear about the community-run recycling 
program. 

The crowd was revved up with a prayer (via Skype) from community 
activist Father Michael Pfleger of St. Sabina Church, located across the 
street, and a speech by northern Auburn Gresham Aid. Latasha Thomas 
(17th), who praised the area’s strength and its ability to work together.

The event was part of a community engagement 
push by the Greater Auburn-Gresham Development 
Corp., a group that seeks to promote revitalization 
of Auburn Gresham and neighboring communi- 
ties Englewood and West Chatham.

r has fallen on tough times this year. 

The area recorded 23 homicides through November this year, 
making it one of the community areas with the highest homicide 
numbers in that period, according to RedEye data. Auburn Gresh- 
am saw 16 homicides last year, RedEye determined. The typical 
victim is a black male, in his 20s, shot to death, according to stats. 

Auburn Gresham is just one of nearly 20 community areas in 
Chicago that saw double-digit homicides in a year that’s on pace 
to have one of the lowest homicide totals in the past decade. Ho- 
micides were down about i percent this year through Nov 30 com- 
pared to the same period last year. 

“To be honest with you, I think it’s less a gang problem, more 
a disenfranchised {group} of residents,” Greater Auburn-Gresham 
Development Corp. executive director Carlos Nelson said of the 
rate of homicides in his neighborhood. “It’s younger folks with 
little to no respect for elders, no respect for women and no respect 
for themselves.”

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Officer slayings reach 25-year high

The police officer was in full uniform, gathering 
evidence from a car break-in when someone walked 
into the garage and shot him and the car’s owner in 
the head, then fired another bullet into their heads 
as they lay on the ground. 

The brazen, daylight slaying last month of Offi- 
cer Michael Flisk underscores what Chicago police 
have been saying for months: They are increasingly 
confronting people willing to attack them, even as 
overall violent crime in Chicago continues to fall. 

Five police officers have been killed in the line 
of duty this year— the most in at least 25 years. A 
sixth police officer was gunned down as he sat in his 
vehicle while off-duty just a few days before Flisk’s 
death. Added to that, the number of reports of bat- 
tery on police officers has nearly tripled in just over 
a decade. 

In 2009, there were just under 3,300 reports of 
battery on police officers, more than twice as many 
as were reported in 2002 and nearly triple the num- 
ber reported in 1999. 

Police say the most dramatic jump came after 


Crime down overall; auto thefts up 

Overall crime in Chicago dropped by nearly 4 per- 
cent in November with overall violent crimes drop- 
ping by nearly 10 percent, according to Chicago 
police officials. 

Supt. Jody Weis discussed the figures Sunday at 
a press conference at Chicago police headquarters 
to announce November’s crime statistics, saying 


that the decrease amounted to the 23rd consecu- 
tive month of lower overall crime in the city. 

While officials touted the decrease in violent 
crimes, auto thefts in the city continued to climb. 
There was a 22.6 percent rise last month compared 
to the same time last year. In October, auto thefts 
showed a 22.7 percent increase from last year’s 
numbers, police said, tribune 


the process of reporting the batteries was fully 
automated in 2004, when it became more accu- 
rate. But between 2007 and 2009 the number of 
reports climbed from 2,677 3,298— a 23 percent 
increase— and this year the number is on pace to 
climb well past 3,000 again. 

“There is a lack of respect for the police, a lack of 
fear of the police that’s getting worse,” said Officer 
Nick Spencer, a 17-year department veteran. “They 
see a cop, and they just don’t care anymore.” 

Police, activists and even some former gang 
members point to other explanations, from the 
drop in the number of police officers on the streets 


to changes in the structure of gangs that has led 
to increased violence among the city’s estimated 
100,000 gang members. 

Officers routinely return to their station with 
stories about rocks and other debris pinging off 
their squad cars as they respond to calls or being 
confronted by crowds that no longer disperse just 
because an officer tells them to. Also, the sound of 
gunfire that used to stop whenever they arrived at a 
scene now continues long afterward. 

Supt. Jody Weis said there was “no indication 
whatsoever that there’s any group of folks or gangs 
targeting our officers.”

U.S., supporters apply 
pressure to WikiLeaks 


Under heavy pressure from the US. and 
allied governments, WikiLeaks appealed 
to supporters worldwide to mirror its web- 
site Sunday as it continued the process of 
releasing thousands of sensitive US. diplo- 
matic cables. 

“Wikileaks is currently under heavy at- 
tack. In order to make it impossible to ever 
fully remove Wikileaks from the Internet, 
we need your help,” the site told followers 
Sunday The message was followed by in- 
structions on how website operators could 
set up mirror sites that would distribute the 
documents as WikiLeaks released them. 

On Twitter, supporters have rallied by 
offering their sites or by posting links to 
other mirrors. In an echo of “Spartacus,”

policy against activities that “encour- 
age, promote, facilitate or instruct oth- 
ers to engage in illegal activity.” And a 
U.S.-based domain name provider shut 
down WikiLeaks early Friday, but the 
controversial website announced hours 
later that it had employed a company in 
Switzerland and was back up.

“AH the censoring of WikiLeaks is more 
alarming than the actual content of the 
leaks.

read one widely distributed comment. 

WikiLeaks, which facilitates the anony- 
mous leaking of secret information, began 
posting the first of more than 250,000 
US. State Department documents last 
week. Since then, the site has been hit with 
denial-of-service attacks, been kicked off 
servers in the US. and France, and lost a 
major revenue source on Friday when the 
U.S.-based PayPal cut off its account. 

The Obama administration has con- 
demned the disclosures, arguing that they 
harm US. diplomacy by exposing confi- 
dential communications. A variety of US. 
and Western figures have called for the 
site’s founder, Julian Assange, to be pros- 
ecuted or even killed.

Tight end Brandon Manumaleu- 
na’s fourth catch of the season, a 
7-yard touchdown toss from Jay Cut- 
ler, put the Bears ahead to stay with 
8:39 remaining in the game. 

“It’s tough getting wins each week, you’ve got to play 60 minutes,” 
coach Lovie Smith said. “For whatever reason, we didn’t play as well as 
we need to.” 

Smith credited Cutler (ii-of-id, 234 yards, one touchdown, no inter- 
ceptions) for helping the Bears get over the hump.

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Her fortunes sinking, 
Martha Stewart digs in 

Los Angeles Times 

This is not an easy day for Martha Stewart. 
Sitting in her Manhattan office, surrounded 
by sparkling walls of ribbons, puff-paints, glit- 
ters and decorative hole punches arranged by 
color and size, she has a very serious look on 
her face. 

“It’s the third anniversary of my mother’s 
death,” she explains. At first, it seems like she 
might get emotional— until you realize she’s 
just looking down at her laptop, reading a post 
on “The Martha Blog” about her mother’s 
death. 

“We got 400,000 page views on this al- 
ready” Stewart says, clearly pleased. “Of 
course, when my mother died, we got 5 mil- 
lion page views.” 

Martha Stewart is not a sentimentalist. 
True, she became this country’s first female 
self-made billionaire by pinpointing the very 
things many people feel most sentimental 
about: home-cooked meals, handmade Christ- 
mas wreaths, a warm bed with tightly tucked 
sheets. But she’s always used those ideas to 
promote a lifestyle— one that can be achieved 
with Martha Stewart-brand products. 

After a reputation-damaging jail stint and a 
subsequent billion-dollar loss to her company, 
that lifestyle has become a tougher sell. Her 
company, Martha Stewart Living Omnimedia, 
reported a $14 million loss in 2009. 

On the eve of her annual Christmas special 
bonanza— “Martha Stewart’s Holiday Open 
House,” guest-starring Jennifer Garner and 
Claire Danes, airing Monday on the Hallmark 
Channel— America’s No. i Working Mom 
knows she’s facing a do-or-die moment. In 
order to promote her merchandise, which is 
sold at Mac/s, Home Depot and PetSmart, 
she needs TV And unlike her flawless cro- 
quembouche recipe, her TV ratings haven’t 
been the very best they could be. 

In September, looking to find a permanent 
home base for “The Martha Stewart Show” 
outside of syndication on NBC -owned sta- 
tions, she launched an ambitious eight-hour 
programming block on the Hallmark Chan- 






nel. But in the first month, “The Martha 
Stewart Show” averaged fewer than 200,000 
viewers —less than half the audience of reruns 
of “The Golden Girls,” which ran in the same 
time slot on Hallmark a year ago. 

A talk show co-hosted by Stewart’s daugh- 
ter, Alexis, attracted even fewer viewers, and 
a cooking show starring Martha Stewart Liv- 
ing’s executive food editor, Lucinda Scala 
Quinn, didn’t fare much better. 

In its annual report, filed in March, Martha 
Stewart Living Omnimedia suggested that 
reduced ratings could make it “economically 
inefficient” to continue to produce “The Mar- 
tha Stewart Show” 

“For heaven’s sake!” she says, visibly an- 
noyed, when asked if she was disappointed by 
her ratings. “%u’re not going to be discovered 
on Day i on a foreign station. If you read my 
blog and my Twitter that first week, it was 


all, ‘Where are you? I can’t find Hallmark!’ or 
T can’t afford to subscribe!’ ” 

So the 6 9 -year-old queen bee is pushing 
herself to be a smarter, faster, stronger Martha 
Stewart. Working on four hours of sleep per 
night, she’s expanded her merchandising em- 
pire with items as varied as dog sweaters and 
kitchen cabinets. Her company now makes 
most of its money from merchandising, and 
revenue in that area is up from last year. 

Martha Stewart Living Omnimedia Chair- 
man Charles Koppelman says he can’t imag- 
ine the company pulling the plug on “The 
Martha Stewart Show” 

“Quite honestly, that’s a show that has 
never really made all that much money, but 
it’s important because it drives our products,” 
he explains. “Someone else would have to pay 
$20 million a year for the kind of branding 
and awareness that our show has.”

Is Omar Little, the shotgun-toting, openly gay 
street thug on HBO’s critically acclaimed “The 
Wire,” the greatest TV character of all time? 

“You tell me,” Michael Kenneth Williams, 
the actor who portrayed Omar on the urban 
Baltimore crime drama, responded Saturday at 
his downtown Chicago hotel. “Ill leave that to 
the people who watched the show.” 

One fan who might give him the top spot is 
President Obama, who called Omar his favorite 
character on his favorite TV show.

“There was a time when I was answering to Omar 70 or 80 percent 
more than I was answering to Michael,” said Williams, sporting a match- 
ing brown fedora and long leather coat in honor of his bar appearances. 
“I caught myself because Michael was getting lost.” 

Wiliams, however, is forever grateful for the memorable role. He 
seems more than happy to talk about a show that ended 2V2 years ago. 

As he put it, “The Wre” changed his life— that’s why he had such a hard 
time saying goodbye to the character. 

“It was sad that I had to part with Omar,” Wiliams said. “It was the 
first character that I played for an extended period of time. I felt like I 
was losing a friend.”
